“People get very excited 
but it’s certainly not prac¬

Cooper said society 
knows the solutions but 
just doesn’t want to face 
them, citing deleterious 
economic effects from en¬ 
vironmental action and 
privatizing health care, a 
possibility he says won’t 
arise for two more elec¬ 


tions. 

Calgary and Area Physi¬ 
cians Association past- 
president Dr. Glenn 
Comm believes health 
care has fallen off the 
radar because previous 
governments lost their 
moral authority to talk 
about it through repeti¬ 


tive inaction. 

“Eveiybody knows it’s a 
problem and I guess it has 
just reached the point 
where it’s no longer 
news,” Comm said. 

It’s unfortunate the two 
issues are being viewed as 
mutually exclusive, said 
Health Sciences Associa¬ 
tion of Alberta president 
Elisabeth Ballermann, 
who views both as inti¬ 
mately intertwined. 

“I’d hate to see a govern¬ 
ment who’s a one-triclc 
pony,” she said.

Canada housing 
market rebounds 


Canadian housing starts 
rebounded in August, 
beating expectations, but 
some economists 
cautioned against reading 
too much into the number 
since it followed a weak 
reading in July. 

Housing starts rose 13 
per cent in August to a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted annual¬ 
ized rate of 211,000 units 
from 186,500 units in July, 
the Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. said. 


The bulk of the overall 
gain, which topped the 
consensus analysts’ expec¬ 
tation for 195,000 starts, 
was in Ontario, where 
housing starts shot up to 
86,500, an 81 per cent 
jump. 

The government-owned 
CMHC attributed the surge 
to multiple-unit starts, 
which shot up 25.2 per 
cent to 114,700 units fol¬ 
lowing a 20.2 per cent slide 

in July. REUTERS

Argos bring back ‘The Don 9 

Matthews overcomes anxiety woes to make return as CFL head coach 



Don Matthews, the CFL’s all-time leader in coaching victories with 231 , was all smiles as he was re¬ 
introduced to the media yesterday as the new head coach of the Argonauts. 


Don Matthews knew it was 
pretty much over for him 
after his Montreal 
Alouettes nosed the 
Bombers 23-20 in 
Winnipeg. 

The date was Sept. 29, 
2006, and marked both his 
record 357th game as a 
head coach in the CFL and 
his record 231st win. They 
were also his last of each. 

Friday night at the Rogers 
Centre, it’ll be Matthews at 
the Toronto Argonaut tiller 
for a third time. 

Now 69, but hearty and 
hale once again, Matthews 
was re-introduced yesterday 
as Argo head coach, step¬ 
ping in for the beleaguered 
Rich Stubler, who was dis¬ 
missed with a 4-6 record in 
his first season at the helm. 

About the first thing 
Matthews did with his turn 
at yesterday’s mike was to 
clarify why he abruptly re¬ 
signed from the Alouettes, 
from his 30 years in the 
CFL, some five days after 
that Winnipeg win — but 
with four games left in the 
regular season. 

The reason: crippling 
anxiety. 

“It was debilitating,” said 
Matthews. “I couldn’t go 
out of the house. When I 
did, I wanted to huriy and

get back in. When I talked 
to the team about it, I could 
hardly speak. And it wasn’t 
just football, it was every¬ 
thing. I was such a mess.” 

The Als were off to a 7-0 
start when Matthews first 
informed management of 
his progressively worsening 
condition. 

“We went six more weeks 
and it got worse,” said 
Matthews. “They called it a 
‘performance anxiety.’ At 
the end, I could not put my¬ 
self on the field.” 

The win in Winnipeg was 
the kicker. 

“That’s when I knew I 
was in trouble,” Matthews 
recalled. “That was my 
worst anxiety. In that one, 
I’d faked a punt and got a 
first down. I faked a field 
goal and got a first down, 
then a touchdown. 

“If you know how I lived 
on the football field — fak¬ 
ing punts and blitzing and 


stuff like that — I mean, 
those are some anxious mo¬ 
ments. So part of my style 
probably contributed to the 
anxiety.” 

Five days after that win, 
Matthews disappeared, as 
he’d always said he wanted 
to, “in a puff of smoke.” 

He retreated to Oregon, 
setting up shop with not-yet 
wife Stephanie, whom he’d 


met in Montreal, and her 
son Blaze, now 4. 

He also ran into another 
doctor, new medication. In 
five weeks, he knew the 
anxiety attacks were gone. 
He reckons he’s been in the 
clear for a year and a half. 

“The thing is, I was happy 
with my career,” he said. “I 
really felt I had done 
enough. I had no regrets. I 


really felt good about it.” 

Then the Argos called. 

“I think I would have 
been hard-pressed to come 
back if it wasn’t for this 
group of people (and here, 
he mentioned Argo GM and 
good friend Adam Rita, and 
team CEO Mike Clemons), 
I’m not sure if this would 
have happened.”

A ccording to the 
Guinness Book of

Right on cue, 
a crowd of elderly women 
move past me in a mad 
dash to get a good seat.

to come early. 

In the guts of the build¬ 
ing, three floors of seats are 
placed in a semi-circle fac¬ 
ing the stage. All eyes are 
on a joyous choir, singing 
and swaying to synthesized 
music. The church is de¬ 
void of stained-glass win- 
dowsor religious iconogra¬ 
phy, but does have several 
large screens above the 
stage and camera men pan¬ 
ning across the crowd. 

The church has a BYOB 
policy — bring your own 
bible.

Post-Oscar flops 

Some filmmakers fail to follow up on success

Some critics are 
downright disheartened 
by Burn After Reading — 
the Coen Brothers* highly- 
anticipated follow-up to 
No Country for Old Men. 

Todd McCarthy of Vari¬ 
ety even called it a “film 
that feels misjudged from 
the opening scene and 
thereafter.” That’s pretty 
surprising for the subse¬ 
quent effort to last year’s 
Academy Award-winning 
Best Film. Isn’t it? 

Well, not exactly. 

While no one is slotting 
Burn After Reading in the 
same category as say, Su- 
perBabies: Baby Geniuses 
2, the quirky comedy could 


still prove that winning an 
Academy Award does not 
always guarantee a direc¬ 
tor will go on to make an 
immediate masterpiece. 

Take John Madden for 
instance, who followed-up 
his award-winning roman¬ 
tic-drama Shakespeare in 
Love with the dreaiy Nico¬ 
las Cage adaptation of Cap¬ 
tain Corelli’s Mandolin. 
And don’t forget filmmak¬ 
er Rob Marshall who won 
the Oscar for Chicago only 
to let movie fans down 
with Memoirs of a Geisha 
two years later. 

These are just two criti¬ 
cally-praised filmmakers 
who failed to follow-up 
their statuettes with a mas¬ 
terful flick. 

In 1985, filmmaker Syd¬ 
ney Pollack took Robert 


Redford Out of Africa and 
transported him to stinky 
Havana. The huge 1990 
epic was a bust both at the 
box office and with critics. 

Peter Travers of Rolling 
Stone wrote, “You expect 
more of stars Robert Red- 
ford and Lena Olin, direc¬ 
tor Sydney Pollack and a 
$40 million budget than an 
uncredited and unpalat¬ 
able rehash of Casablanca.” 

Yilces! That’s a long road 
from standing behind the 
winner’s podium at the Os¬ 
cars show. 

Perhaps the biggest post- 
Oscar flop has come cour¬ 
tesy of none other than Ron 
Howard. Skilled as he is be¬ 
hind the camera, after tak¬ 
ing home the big prize for 
2001 ’s A Beautiful Mind, 
the actor-tumed-auteur 


came up with The Missing. 

With a budget of $65 mil¬ 
lion, the Tommy Lee 
Jones/Cate Blanchett 
thriller was a huge post-Os- 
car disappointment, earn¬ 
ing less than half its budget 
back. It seems the only 
thing really missing was a 
follow-up movie that an au¬ 
dience was hungiy to see. 

Whether Bum After Read¬ 
ing will fall under the same 


curse that The Missing did 
is yet to be determined, but 
perhaps that doesn’t even 
concern the Coens. 

Instead, maybe the 
brothers share the theory 
of journalist Herbert B. 
Swope who once said, “I 
cannot give the formula 
for success, but I can give 
you the formula of failure 
— which is try to please 
everybody.”
